The  gloom  and  Beveritj  which  choractepise  the  opening  of 
th«  poem  having  deterred  many  Irom  peraeveriog  in  the 
study  of  Daute,  tho  translator  begs  to  recommend  his  rGOrden 
not  to  dwell  on  the  horrors  of  the  Inferno,  but  to  speed  their 
flight  with  the  poet  to  the  calm  regions  of  the  Purg&tori(\ 
and  the  sublime  rapture  of  the  Paradiso. 

As  Dante  has  been  mucli  blamed  fur  ajiachronism,  and  for 
grouping  together  hcathenfl  and  Cliristians,  the  follffwing 
quotation  will  not  be  out  of  place,  "  Our  auceatora  of  tlw 
middle  ages  were  not  particular  in  drawing  that  strong  line 
of  demarcation  between  the  claasical,  Jewish,  and  ChristiBn 
periods  that  we  do.  They  saw  only  Christendom  every* 
where :  they  regarded  the  past  only  in  relation  to  Chri^ 
tianity.— Heueo  we  find  in  the  early  ecclesiastical  mono* 
inents  and  edifices  such  a  strange  assembly  of  pagan,  scrip* 

titrat,  and  Christian  worthies We  must  remember 

that  the  personages  here  brought  together  in  tlieir  Christian 
character  belong  no  more  to  our  earth,  but  to  heaTen  and 
eternity  ;  for  them  there  is  no  longer  time  or  place.  Th»f 
are  aBsemblcd  together  in  the  perpetual  communion  o( 
saints."

had  thus  been  confounded.*  The  sword  of  Justice,  entmsted 
fo  tlie  Emperor,  and  the  sworU  of  tlie  Spirit,  entrust*^  to 
the  Paafor  of  the  Church,  bad  ceased  to  exercise  their  di»- 
tinct  and  appropriate  functions.  The  "two  sous"  whieh 
were  ordained  to  illuminate  the  worldt — the  one  dispennog 
to  nations  the  blessings  of  order  aiid  peace,  the  other  ahiniug 
inwardly  in  the  hearts  of  men,  and  by  its  geutle  influenoe 
flisposing  thein  to  respect  the  paternal  government  of  the 
HtiI  power — these  two  himinariea  were  no  more  to  be  dtatin- 
luished:  the  one  liad  quenched  the  other  ;^  and  aa  tbo 
puits  of  this  rebellion  against  the  law  of  Heaven,  irreligiou 
ilid  anarchy  prevailed  throughout  the  earth. 

With  tears  of  sorrow  and  indignation,  Dant*  wept  over 

s  Tices  and  miseries  of  his  countrymen.  He  saw  them  W 
ifitray  by  the  evil  eiample  of  one  who  was  intended  to  Iw 
their  spiritual  guide  and  mastc'r^ — who  sitting  in  the  placd 
pf  Chnat,  made  a  mockery  of  His  humility,  and  appropnacing 
to  himself  the  revenues  of  the  Church,  to  the  exclusion  gf 
their  rightful  poaaessors,  the  unbefriended  children  of  w 
VertT,||  aspired  to  a  throne  eialted  far  above  the  kings  of  Uw 
torth.  Such  was  the  vievr  which  Christendom  presinted  to 
Hante,  when  in  the  full  mntiirity  of  age  his  traiiscondot* 
intellect  awoke  to  a  sense  of  the  miseries  around  liim,  and 
traced  their  origin  to  an  unhallowed  perversion  of  djvine 
ittstitutions.  The  cause  of  the  eiil  once  apparent,  Daato 
Besitated  not  to  apply  a  remedy— regardlese  cif  danger  to 
bimself  in  denouncing  the  guiltj-,  however  exalted  their  rank 
'    Church  or  Stated 

To  redress  the  grievances  of  a  benighted  people — to  redeen 
'them  from  vice,  from  wretchedness,  and  from  misgovem- 
inent, — to  inspire  them  with  a  reverence  for  God,  and  for 
those  laws  which  He  had  established  for  their  benefit, — this 
-was  the  "honoured  enterprise"  Dante  undertook — the  grand 
'4im  of  that  "Sacred  Poem"  to  which  he  thenceforth  devote4 
llis  entire  faculties.  j

Suite  was  boru  iit  Florence  in  1265,  bauiahed  ii  _  . 
died  at  Baveium  in  1321.  He  suppoeea  his  poem  t 
me]ic«  in  1300,  wbeu  be  was  nt  the  age  oi'  35.  Aa  it  n 
not  finished  for  sevenil  years  af^^rwiirds,  he  was  thus  enabled 
to  allude  in  a  propbctiuil  manner  to  many  ereiits  which  had. 
Actu^y  taken  place. 

Dante  derived  bis  lineage  from  the  noble  fami)/  of  tha,. 
Alighieri.  He  received  a  learned  education  under  the  ingtrw)- 
tion  of  Bmuetto  Latini,  the  moat  distinguished  scholar  oC 
the  age,  and  apphed  bimseU'  to  literature  and  science  with 
astonishing  ardour  and  succeaa.  "  I  so  treakeued  my  evee^" 
be  saya,  "  vtith  reading,  that  the  etars  appeared  to  me  'titudile4 ' 
with  a  kind  of  whiteness ;  but  by  long  rest  in  cool  places,  and 
bathing  my  eyea  in  pure  water  1  wholly  recovered  my  fonuec 
s^ht."*  At  the  age  of  21  hu  became  a  soldier,  and  gained 
great  distinction  in  the  held. 

In  his  boyhood  Danle  conceived  a  strong  affection  Sot 
Beatrice,  the  daughter  of  Foico  Fortlnari.  He  himself  tcUs 
us,  in  Ilia  Vita  Kuova,  that  Beatrice  was  scarcely  nine  yean, 
old  when  he  first  saw  her.  "  I  speak  the  truth,"  ho  adds, 
"  when  I  say  that  at  that  moment  the  spirit  of  life  whidi 
dwells  in  the  most  secret  chamber  of  the  heart  began  to  <

From  that  time  fomard  love  nded  my  » 
her  so  many  noble  and  pnuMworthy  qualities,  that  assured]/ 
it  miay  be  said  of  her  in  the  words  of  the  poet  Homer :  '  Sha 
does  not  appear  to  be  the  daughter  of  mortal  man,  but  of 
God.'  "  This  passion  increased  with  his  age^  and  Beatrice 
fimt  inspired  him  with  that  love  of  poetry  which  proved  bia 
consolation  amid  all  the  Bubseijueat  calamities  of  his  eventful 
life.  What  were  the  obstacles  to  their  union  we  are  not 
informed  i  but  the  cause  may  perhaps  bo  found  in  the  violent 
family  diiputes  and  political  BchiemB  which  in  that  age  were 
carried  to  an  extent  not  easily  imagined.  She  married  SImone 
de"  Bordi,  and  died  in  the  24th  year  of  her  age.  Her  death

cauficd  Dnnte  the  greatest  grief;  oihI  it  nppeore  to  liATol 
been  with  the  view  of  tlistmcting  hie  iniud  from  the  melius  T 
chilly  into  whii'h  he  waa  plunged,  tlmt  hjit  fricndg  exerted 
ihiiinselres  to  brtii^  about  a  mnrriage  between  him  and 
GeiiiniLt,  a  Lidy  of  the  Qonati  family.  By  her  he  hod  five 
sons  ftnd  a  daughter.  The  memory,  howeyer,  of  Beatrice 
was  BO  little  efiiiced,  that  his  devotioa  to  lier,  afl«r  her  death, 
Mquirpil  an  incTeuBcd  intensity.  And  where  is  the  difficuhr 
of  believing  that  a  rreatiire  of  Buperior  beauty  and  eicel- 
lence,  who  in  her  life-time  inspired  Dante  witli  bo  deep  a 
passion,  should,  after  death,  be  invested  by  the  poet  with 
nngelle  bnghtness,  and  exalted  to  the  maneiooH  of  heaven  ? 

Prom  this  time  Beatrice  is  transformed  into  a  purely  ideal 
lieinp,  and  becomea  not  only  the  guardian  Angel  of  Daute, 
bnt  ia  his  poem  assumes  a  most  ejuilted  eharucter  as  the 
jK.-reiiDillcation  of  heavenly  "WiBdom.  Henceforth  she  is  a 
theme  on  which  the  Poet  descants  in  descHptions  of  eodless 
»arit^ty  and  beauty.*  And  worthy  of  the  "  Beauty  of  Holi- 
liew"  are  the  divine  lays  in  which  Dante  has  enshriued  hia 
saiiK«d  Beatrice;  thus  holding  with  her  an  uninti-rruptcd 
intercourse,  and  soaring  on  the  winga  of  devotion  to  the 
h^eat  realms  of  bliss  and  glory .f 

The  drtiona  of  the  Gnelfa  and  Ghibelinea  had  long  dia- 
trscled  Italy — the  former,  partisans  of  the  pope — the  latter, 
fif  Ihe  Emperors,  to  whom,  as  heirs  of  the  Cieenrs,  Italy 
belonged,  and  whose  rijjht  had  been  acknowledged,  till  the 
Pope,  enriched  by  the  gifts  of  succeeding  Emperors,  assumed 
a  temporal  as  well  as  a  Bpiritual  dominion. 

"By  birth  Dante  was  a  GKielf,  and  to  this  party  he  had 
liitherto  been  attached ; — attaining  such  reputation  as  a 
statesman,  that  he  was  employed  on  several  embassies,  and 
iiioked  up  to  for  advice  in  all  emergencies.  When  he  waa 
ihiny-five  years  of  age,  and  acting  aa  one  of  the  Priors  or

chief  mngiBtrfltsa  of  Florence  in  the  year  1300.  the  GiWfa 
qoarrelleJ  among  themselves,  and  divided  i/iW  tbe  factioor 
M  the  Keri  and  Biauclii.  > 

The  Biaachi  being  in  some  meJisure  inclined  to  Hie  Glu* 
beliues,  ancient  aniinositii's  were  revived  with  increastMl  fury, 
and  the  two  parties  aoon  caine  to  blows.  By  the  adrioft  oT 
H&nte,  whose  impartialitv  and  disregard  for  all  privnte  tealJiMw 
were  remarkably  erincecl  at  this  crisis,  the  leaders  of  bo&' 
parties  were  banished.  Another  set  of  Magistrutes,  bowerer^ 
coming  soon  after  into  office,  recalled  the  Bianehi ;  when  tba- 
Neri  had  recourse  to  Pope  Boniface  VIII.,  wlio  was  wdt 
pleased  to  embrace  any  opportunity  of  restoring  the  d**- 
ceudancy  of  the  ffuelfa , 

At  the  instigation  of  Boniface,  Charles  of  Yalois.  brothef 
to  the  Kingr  of  France,  undertook  on  expedition  sgainiA 
Florence.  Making  the  most  solemn  promises  to  tlie  ItepuUit 
that  he  would  act  as  a  mediator  only,  be  was  adniitteu  intt 
the  city.  By  flattery  and  deceit  he  cajoled  bolii  parties,*  taB 
he  hod  flcijuired  power ;  and  then  threw  the  leaders  of  tW  \ 
Bianehi  into  prison,  and  permitted  the  Neri,  wlio  rK 
ttuTied  with  him.  to  commit  the  most  atrocious  outngeft 
Houses  were  pillaged  to  gratiiy  the  avarice  of  Charles ;  aod-' 
sentence  of  eiile  and  conliscntion  was  passed  on  GOO  citiEnw, 
Among  these  was  Buute,  who  having  excited  the  hoslililrf 
of  Pope  Boniface  by  resisting  the  introduction  of  foreigneri 
into  Florence,  and  being  at  this  time  on  an  embaaev  ta 
Borne,  fell  a  victim  to  the  machinations  of  his  enemy.  I'hui 
he  suddenly  found  himself  a  banished  man,  cundi-mned  to- 
be  burnt  to  deatb,  and  without  even  the  power  of  returning 
to  bid  a  last  adieu  to  his  family. 

Driven  from  his  country,  Dante  was  now  necessarilv  tiorawB 
RTOong  the  Bianehi  who  were  exiled  ut  the  eaiue  lime  wiH 
himself,  and  induced  to  side  with  a  party  composed  chiefly 
of  the  Ghibelines,  to  whom  he  had  been  for  the  greater  gart 
of  his  life  opposed.  And  hence  arises  the  monstrous  iini» 
tice,  which  Dante's  BiographerH  have  Hucoessivejy  been  euil^ 
q{|  in  calling  him  the  fierce  GhibeL'ne,  and  the  viniuctaw' 
BAsoilant  of  tiie  Cuelfs.  As  a  true  patriot,  he  had  eipoKed 
hinuelf  to  the  enmity  of  bis  former  Iriunds.  Jf  however  iq ,

his  pen,  and  he  conceived  the  idea  of  a  popm,  which  Tcmv' 
Beating  this  world  under  an  nllegory  of  the  iieit,  should 
enable  liim  to  unfoid  the  manifold  oortuptione  of  the  age  m 
which  he  lived.  And  be  has  executed  his  design  with  won- 
derful boldness  and  impartiality, — looking  forward,  as  he 
ears,  to  posterity  for  the  reward  of  his  exertions  in  the  cause 
of'^truth.* 

To  that  loTe  of  justice  which  prompted  him  to  punish  ttie 
heads  of  both  factions — to  that  unbending  spirit  wbitih 
would  not  permit  hira  to  become  subservient  to  the  tniitarouB 
deaigoa  ot  his  friends,  Dimte  owed  hia  misfortunes.  Btk 
ho  acted  on  no  short-eighted  views  of  political  espedieiujy. 
He  felt  not  bound  to  follow  a  faction  agaiuBt  the  dictates  of 
his  conscience.  He  cast  off  the  shackles  of  party,  and  de- 
clared himself  on  independent  man.  And,  although  it  hn 
been  bis  fate  to  be  maligued  while  he  lived,  and  to  be  mia- 
represented  after  death  by  those  who  envied  hia  adamantine 
firmness,  or  who  could  not  appreciate  hia  motives,  yet  will  a 
late  posterity  reveme  the  sentence  of  interested  or  ignorant 
biographers,  and  hail  the  man  who  amid  all  the  disasters  of 
hia  uuibrtunate  life,  never  stooped  his  head  to  meanness,  ot 
suffered  himself  to  be  diverted  from  his  noble  imdcrtaking.'t 

His  Bufferings  and  feelings  during  banishment  are  ben 
described  by  himself,  in  that  affecting  paasage  of  hia  Conntfr, 
where  he  exclaims:  ' ' 

"  Ah  I  would  it  had  pleased  the  Dispenser  of  all  tfaingv— ' 
that  neither  others  h^  done  me  wrong,  nor  myself  under* 
gone  penalty  undeservedly — the  penalty  I  say,  of  exile  and  of 
poveriy.  lor  it  pleased  the  citizens  of  the  fairest  and  most 
renowned  daughter  of  Borne — Florence — to  cart  me  out  rf 
hep  most  sweet  bosom,  where  I  was  born  and  bred,  and 

rased  the  half  of  my  life,  and  in  which,  with  her  good  leave^ 
slill  desire  with  all  my  heart  to  repose  my  weary  spirit, 
itnd  finish  the  days  allotted  me.  And  so  1  have  wandered 
in  almost  every  place  to  which  our  lan^age  extends,  a 
stranger,  almost  a  beggar,  exposing  against  my  will  the 
Vounds  inflicted  on  mo  by  fortune,  too  often  unjustly  im- 
puted to  the  sufferer's  fault.  Truly  I  have  been  a  vessel 
without  sail  and  without  rudder,  driven  about  upon  different 
ports  and  bhores  by  the  dry  wind  breatlied  forth  by  dolorous

iug  air.  Goutemplatitig  these  "  prinueval  fruits  of  Uie  atccasl 
Love,"  headranL*s  onward,  til]  m  the  objects,  whose  dmalaia 
splendour  at  lirat  eluded  his  sight,  he  ia  able  to  distiuguiafi 
seicn  candelabra,  and  in  the  music  re«<^pii£es  the  eone 
*'  Hoaaiina,"  proclaiming  the  approach  of  our  Saviour  tai 
the  Bride.  A  proccssioa  advances,  coDsi^ting  of  Suuta 
arrayed  in  tthite,  aud  Elders  crowned  with  lilie».  A- 
triumphal  ear  followB,  representing  the  chair  of  St.  P<^, 
or  the  pure  and  primitive  Clmrcb,  before  it  wa«  choired  by 
Papal  eomiptioDA, — drawn,  as  aitemards  appears,  bf  p, 
Griffon,  in  its  two-fold  nature  emblematical  of  our  Saviooiv 
aud  surrounded  by  four  Cherubim.  Uapt  thus  into  tli% 
inftiest  visions,  Dante  places  before  our  eyes  with  siupmiiig 
distini-tneas  the  my^^tenous  images  of  E^kiel  and  St.  JoIiUm 
Beatrice  at  last  appears,  descending  from  Heaven,  reiled  b^ 
white,  like  the  sun  shrouded  itt  a  eilver  nii&t,  and  eiwoion 
piBsed  by  a  cloud  of  flowers,  showered  dowa  upon  her  hf 
angelic  oands.f  At  the  siglit  of  his  long  toat  Xiady,  from 
whom  be  had  at  times  sufi'ered  himaelf  to  be  led  astray,  tlvt, 
poet  is  struck  with  awe,  and  at'kuowledges  the  full  totvu  oC 
his  ancient  flame.  _  _         ,  j. 

In  the  mean  time  Virgil  departs ;  when  Dnute,  giving  wif- 
to  despair,  is  checked  by  Iteutrice,  who  calls  to  bini  br  name 
— "  Dante,  weep  notj"  and  tells  him  that  he  baa  greater 
cause  for  tears  than  the  departure  of  VirgiL — .^asumine.a 
disdmiiful  air,  she  reproaches  him  with  tardiuess  iu  seekmg

Dante  undei:^:^^  on  e:iamination  upon  th«  three  cndiaal 
virtnee,  which  these  three  Apostles  are  respectiveir  supptned 
to  represent.jl  The  confession  of  his  fnith  having  been  in 
the  nnt  place  made  to  St.  Peter,  that  Apostle  eipreswia  liis 
delight  by  embnicing  him  three  times,  ana  pronouncing  opoo 
him  a  divine  benediction.^  And  here  it  may  be  remarked, 
bow,  amid  these  high  and  heavenly  scenes,  the  striking  of  a 
single  chord  in  the  patriotic  breast  of  the  poet  bringi  faixi 
bot^  for  a  time  to  the  thinge  of  earth.— That  Faith,  wtucli 
obtiuned  such  approbation  from  the  angelic  boet,  be  had  fint 
acknowledged  at  his  baptism  in  the  Church  of  St.  John  «t 
Florence.  The  thought  of  his  native  country,  from  which 
he  bad  been  so  cmeUy  banished,  is  immediately  OBsociated 
with  the  hope  of  his  return.  Ue  suddenly  interrupts  Om 
course  of  his  narration ;  and  in  an  ardent  remoiutraiice 
anticipates  the  meed  of  his  exertions  in  the  cause  of  religioo.** 

In  his  examination  by  St.  James,  he  tells  ns  that  he  deiivvd 
his  first  enconrsRement  to  place  liis  Hope  in  God  frocn  tlw 
Psalma  of  David ;  and  this  confession  draws  forth  tbe  ayv^ 
pathy  of  the  heavenly  host.
